We are told that the mean 
population of this colony is 5,500 persons, ex- 
elasive of the Chinese and Indians, and this as- 
sumption is made the basis of a calculation show- 
ing that the taxation amounts to £27 18 6 per 
head! This result is startling enough certainly 
—startling if trie. Bot what is the fact? . Al- 
thoagh disposed. to estimate the,mean white pop- 
ulation of this colony, or rather that portion of 
the colony to which they have thought proper to 
confine their calcplations, at least 25. per cent 
bigher than they have done, yet'we prefer, for 
present parposes, to accept the figures used in 
the petition. But, mark the first disingenuous 
.step. The prpulation of the past year—a most 
unfavorable one—is made the divisor, the esti- 
mated revenue for this year is made the dividend, 
and in this way the qnotient £27 18 6 is ob- 
tained. If the estimated revenue of 1865 must 
be taken for such a calenlation Why is not the 
estimated population of 1865 taken as the basis 
Of that calculation?

that Kootenay will attract four times that num- 
ber? But we will not take extreme figures. 
‘We will even come down as low as 5500 as the 
mean population of Kootenay, which is under- 
stood, of course, to embrace all that vast region 


and lying north of the 49th parallel of latitude, 
aud which is nuw about to become the great ex- 
ploring field of the season. Assuming this esti- 
mate to be correct the £27 18 6 taxation per 
head dwindles down to £13 19 3! Thus the 
grievance at once falls to the ground. And 
here, again, we would stop to point out another 
instance of that disingenucusness which: rans 
throagh the whole petition.

paying population, as estimated. by Mr Ander- | 


son! By including the Kootenay country we 
reduced the average taxation from £27 18 6 
to £13 19 3; and now, by making an extreme- 
ly moderate allowance for the Chinese and In- 
dians, also capriciously eut off by Mr. Anderson; 
the taxation per head for 1865\is reduced to some- 
thing very like siz pounds sierling, instead of £27 
18 6, as stated in the petition! Isa prayer for 
union, based upon such a foundation, likely to 
accomplish any good, or can it be expected that 
any man who has the least self-respect will attach 
his signature to such a tissue lof misrepresenta- 
tion? Considerations of space forbid, for the 
present, our entering upon other ground, and 
showing the absurdity of the cure for these im- 
aginary grievances proposed in the petition—to 
obtain relief from excessive taxation by seeking 
union with @ poverty-stricken and almost bank- 
rupt colony! There are also other incongrui- 
ties in the petition which might be exposed were 
it worth while ; but we may safely leave the 
document to the good sense of the public, | feel- 
ing .well assured that few indeed will be caught 
by such miserable clap-trap.

That in the absence of any reasonable expec- 
tations of a commensurate increase in the pupu- 
lation or in the wealth of the country, to justify 
new burdens, they view. with alarm the great 
iucrease in the amount of taxation proposed to 
be raised this year. 

That your petitioners estimate the resident 
population of British Columbia during the winter 
months, exclusive of the Chinese and Indian, 
who contribute in a very small proportion to the 
‘general revenue, at about 4000 persons, and the 
suminer population, leaving the Kootenay dis- 
trict out of calculation, regarding which they 
have no accurate information, at about 7000 per- 
| sonk, and by averaging these figures, they arrive 


In inaking any calculation of revenue or popn- 
lation, they are led to look upon the prospects 
ef Kootenay as too problematical to be taken in- 
to | consideration in alloting the average 
share of the general revenre, | which- will 
be required’ from -each individnal resident 
in the older districts. Theremay be, for a week 
or two, three or foar thongand persons at these 
mines and there may not be as many hundreds 
a few weeks later. Again the license fees and 
duties collected at the Boundary Line may give 
& handsome surplus, or they may not exceed 
the expenses incurred in collection, 

That the Revenue of British Colambia, from 
ordinary sources is estimated at £153,615, or 
£27 18s. 6d., per head, as against £110,877 in 
1868, when the mean population could not have 
been less than 6500 persons—the number of. li- 
license fees issued to Free Miners in that year 
being 4066—rconsequently the proportion of tax-

That this great increase in the burdens. of a 
young country, already heavily taxed and with 
a reduced popglation, must necessarily fall injuri- 
Ously on the miner, who bas to labor in| the most 
inhospitable region of the Colony. Further, the 
climate of Cariboo is such that general mining 
Operations are confined to about four months. in 
the' year—and it is only from the profits of this 
short season that the miner can accaniulate the 
means of living during the winter, and providing 
funds to meet the demands which the) Govern- 
| ment makes upon-him in the forms of a tariff, 
| road tolls, license, recording, aud other fees— 
and a heavy tax opon-his gold. 

That while your petitioners are fully aware 
of their obligation to contribute.towards the sap- 
port. of the Government which affords. them 
protection, and which they have hitherto 
done without complaint, they canhot |help 
expressing their conviction that so larve an_ in- 
crease of expenditure as js contemplated’ this 
year under the head of Civil List &., is out of 
all proportion to the number of the producing 
popalation. The total ainount of salaries, &c., 
yoted in 1865 being £42,317, against £28,590 
in 1863, and with the further sum of £4,825 for 
travellitig expenses, the total for this year is 
over £47,000. ; 

That your petitioners believe that there are 
gold fields of vast. wealth within the boundaries 





of British Columbia undiscovered, and which will |, 


employ a large population in their development, 
but these will require energy, indastry, and enter- 
prise to bring to light, and yoor petitioners believe 
that when, added to the natural difficulties, there 
are fresh, unnecessary and vexatious taxes impos- 
-¢d upon the miners who are the mainstay of the 
country, this industrious class will beeéome dis- 
couraged and turn their steps to the neigh boring 
| gold fields of Washington Territory, Otegon and 
California. i 

That your petitioners are fully convinced of 
the necessity of Legislative Union between Brit- 
ish Columbia and Vancouver Island, of fair and 
équitable terms. That the accomplishment of 
this event, as soon as practicable, is an indispen- 
sable requisite for the progress and prosperity of 
both. 

The following are some of the reasons which 
have lead your petitioners to take this) view of 
the relative position of the two Colonies :— 

.The mean population of the Colony of Vaneou- 
ver Island cannot be computed at less than 7500 
persons, and this number added to thatiof British 
Columbia, gives 13000 as the united ‘population 
of the twy Colonies. If the ordinary revenue of 
each were added together, and the taxation. al- 
lotted fairly amongst the inhabitants |of both 
Colonies would so far equalize the weight of the 
present burdens, as to redace the share of tlie 
mivers of British Colambia, by at least ten pounds 
a year, 

There would be nothing unjust in such a re- 
distribution of the burdens of the state, as the 
people of Vancouver Island partake of the pros- 
perity of the miners of Cariboo. quite as much 
as the inhabitants of British Columbia, | 

The union of the two Colonies would also re- 
duce the Civil Lists which are now bearing hea- 
vily on both ‘¢ountries. The staff of Officials 
will: be lessened, and only one central, Govern- 
ment would be required. j 

The people of Vancouver Island have expres- 
ed their willingness to unite with the sister Col- 
ony, and when your petitioners consider the prox- 
imity of the two countries, and their ‘mutual. de- 
pendencies upon each other, they cannot) but be- 
lieve that protracted ‘separation will militate 
against the best interests of both, and! weaken 
British influence in this portion of the | Hmpire. 

Your petitioners therefore humbly ptay that 
yeur most Gracious Majesty may be pleased to 
take such steps as are necessary for an | immedi- 
ate reduction of the expenditure for thi¢ Colony 
and for an early union of British Columbia and 

. Vancouver Island under one Government. 

And your petitioners as in duty bound will 
ever pray, &c.
